Pablo, just. about a ten minutes’ 
ride from the business section of 
Richmond, would make an ideal 
location for the American Légion 
Community Home is the opinion of 
some who have had the, good for- 
tune to be shown through the 
place. It would make ‘an ideal 
park for the city of Richmond, 
which .badly needs such a place. 

The ranch has almost eleven 
aeres ‘of grounds, and on it is a 
splendid fourteen-room building, as 
substantial as anything could pos- 
sibly be constructed. ‘The rooms. 
in the house are extremely large, 
and they are so arranged that ‘with 
very little labor three or four of 
them on the bottom floor could be 
constructed into one large recep- 
tion room suitable for gatherings, 
dancing and sll sorts ‘of s0clal pur- 
poses. .
